Troops, Closing in on Band, 
Had Slain Two When 
Captive New Yorker Was 
Put to Death. 


$10,000 RANSOM 
HAD BEEN DEMANDED 


Kellogg Instructs American 
Charge to Call Affair Forc- 
ibly to Attention of Mex- 
\ ican Government. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17. — Re- 
sults of the investigation of the 
American Embassy at Mexico City 
into the death of Jacob Rosenthal 
and the resultant United States 
representations to thé Calles Gov- 
ernment are awaited by the State 
Department whiéh has been stirred 
by news of the New York businass 
man’s murder by Mexican ban- 
dite. s 

Charge Schoenfeld is under in- 
structions from Secretary Kellogg 
to impress upon the Mexican ad- 
ministration that the Washington 
Government feels that such an of- 
fense against its nationals demands 


‘prompt action by the Mexican au- 


thorities. 
The instructions were sent by 
Secretary of State Kellogg last 


night. 
Two Accounts of Killing. 

Official advices received at the 
department said that Rosenthal] 
had been ‘‘beaten to death” by the 
brigands, who hati seized him Sun- 
day not far from the “Mexican capi- 
tal, and held him for $10,000 ran- 
som. The slaying followed the kill- 
ing of two of his captors by Fed- 
eral troops. 

News dispatches, however, said 
that the outlaws stabbed the aged 
American, who was weakened by a 
recent illness, because he hampered 
their flight and because they preé- 
ferred not to have him rescued 
alive by the Federal soldiers, with 
whom they were engaged in a run- 
ning. fight in less than 40 miles 
from Mexico City. , 

The ‘pursuit was halted to re- 
cover the body, which bore many 
wounds, but was resurmed immedi- 
ately under orders to redouble ef- 
forts to capture or kil! the outlaws. 
The body was taken to Cuernavaca 
and will be removed to Mexico 
City.4 

A letter received Wednesday 
from Rosenthal was turned over 
to the American embassy in Mexico 
City. He said that he was ill, had 
been compelled to sleep in rain, 
and was suffering from exposure. 
He requested that the $10,000 ran- 
som be sent quickly. The outlaws 
had appended to ¢he note instruc- 
tions that messengers with the 20,- 
000 pesos in gold meet them at a 
certain spot. 

Trap of Army Failed. 


Mexican officials laid a trap for 
the brigands, which failed. Soldiers 
in civilian clothes simulated the 
messengers and  carriéd a sack 
filled with pieces of iron instead of 
gold. It was planned to capture the 
bandits’ envoys and force them to 
guide the soldiers to their camp. 
No details of the miscarriage @f the 
plan have been received.

BERLIN, Sept. 17.—-Sueccess in 
changing hydrogen into helium, 
now in demand for airships, is re- 
ported by..Profs.

Announces That Ruling Will Not 
Be Forthcoming for Several 
Weeks.

DEDHAM, Mass., Sept. 17. — 
Judge Webster Thayer today took 
under advisement the motion for 
a new trial for Nicola Sacco an4 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti, Italian rad- 
icals, convicted of murder. At the 
conclusion of arguments he snid 
that he would require several weeks 
to reach a decision. 

In completing his argument to- 
day against the motion for a new 
trial, Dudley T. Ranney, assistant 
District Attorney, denied accusa- 
tions of defense counsel that State 
and Federal authorities had con- 
spired to manufacture a case 
against the two convicted men. 

He said also that whatever had 
been introduced to implicate’ the 
so-called Morelli gang in the mur- 
der for which Sacco and Vanzetti 
were convicted was indefinite and 
circumstantial.

Sept. 17.—It is un- 
derstood that, at the final meet- 
ing of the Drafting Committee of 
the World Court delegate confer- 
ence today, it was agreed to rec- 
ommend to the main Committee of 
Fourteen that a position of perfect 


equality with members @f the 
League of Nations Council be 
granted the United States in all 


matters pertaining to requests for 
advisory opinions by the court. 

Presumably, this does not wholly 
meet the American wishes as e€x- 
pressed in the fifth reservation, 
in case advisory opinions should 
be asked by a majority vote of the 
Council, because an American veto 
would not be effective. 

The drafting committee will 
present its report to the full com- 
mittee tomorrow. Those close to 
the deliberations persist in the be- 
lief that the Committee of Four- 
teen or the conference itself will 
find a way of satisfying the Unit- 
ed States.

His Third Leap for Life — 
Plane Crashes Near Wed- 
ron, Ill., and Flyer Re- 
trieves Mail Sacks. 


With the ground 5000 feet be- 
low shrouded in impenetrable 
darkness and fog, and his Liberty 
engine coughing on the ar ee 
drops of gasoline in th® emergency 
tank, Charles A. Lindbergh, chief 
pilot on the St. Louis-Chicago air 
mail route, last night leaped from 
the cockpit and parachuted safely 
down near Wedron, Ill, 60 miles 
south of’ Chicago. 

Spurred on by the postal motto 
—~ ‘The mail must g0'’'—the 
wearied pilot then made his way 
from the cornfield where he had 
fallen, to a tarmhouse a half 
mile away, found the wreck of his 
plane two miles distant, and, salv- 
aging the mail from its compart- 
ment, delivered it to the postmas- 
ter at Ottawa, Ill., to be sent on 
its way by train. 

Flying one of the DH-4’'s of the 
Robertson Aircraft Corporation, 
Lindbergh left Lambert-St. 
Field at 4:25 p. m. with the prom- 
ise of fair flying weather and an 
uneventful flight northward. 

But ‘just after sundown, as he 
headed northeast from Peoria, he 
ran into the greatest enemy of the 
flyer—a heavy fog. It swept down 
upon him as he hit the first 
breath of chilled air from Lake 
Michigan, 50 miles southwest from 
Chicago, completely cutting off his 
view of the ground. 

Lights Below Blotted Out. 

As he saw the lights in a town 
below him yellowed, redflened and 
finally blotted out by the welling 
mist, Lindbergh knew that he 
must depend for the rest’ of his 
trip upon his homing instinct and 
the vagaries of the magnetic air- 
craft compass on his dimly lighted 
instrument board. 

Meanwhi'le, the big swinging bea- 
con at Maywood Field had been 
lighted early, and the field force, 
realizing the danger of the situa- 
tion for incoming flyers, stood by 
[the hangar doors listening for the 
noise of the apprvaching motors. 

The beacon, quite obviously, was 
to be of little use to any flyer that 
made his way that far. Its finger 
of light, ordinarily to be seen for 
30 miles, seemed to break off 
sharply withih a few feet of the 
powerful lens and it was plairn to 
see thet a pilot’s only chance was 
to catch a glimpse of it through a 
rift in-the fog. 

It was just a few minutes before 
7 o’clock, however, that the men on 
the field heard the steady drum- 
ming of a motor which increased 
in volume until it has reached the 
characteristic roar of a Liberty. 

Motor Heard on Field Below. 

It was Lindbergh, guided uner- 
ringly to his field. Apparently he 
knew he was there, for the plane 
could be heard above the field for 
several minutes, the propeller 
swishing softly as the pilot throt- 
tled his motor for a vain attempt 
to look through the fog, and 
thrashing noisily above the thunder 
of his motor as he “‘gave it the 
igun” again. 
| Finally the nbise of the motor

‘in search of clearer weather. Tiut 
two hours of flying, it developed 
later. brought Lindbergh no view 
of the ground.

“Texas today has an aggregate of 
approximately 7379 miles of main 
oll pipe lines and 4665 miles of 
gathering lines in the various 
fields,"" Blanton said. “The total 
mileage of natura! gas lines in the 
States is about 4772 miles. Oi! com- 
panies in Texas own approximately 
16,000 oj] tank cars. 

“Texas ranks geventh among the 
estates of the Unfon in the produec- 
tion of natural gas and today Terx- 
as’ consumption of natural ZA ex- 
ceeds 55,060,000,000 cnbic feet per 
annum. 

“The waste in natural gas pro- 
duction in the United States ap- 
proximates 39 per cent, as com- 
pared to § per cent waste in Tex- 
as.”
